REFORM SCHOOL NEEDED. 


Hints to Our Liocul Slate-mien. 
There is another view of one item 


in the Census report, and that is m 
inference to the number of children 
Mippiised to be subject to the compul- 
sory lav. In the first place, only 
children alxne ei»ht and under .»ur- 
teen veiwi 01 age come under that 
law, ami then there is a goodly per 
ce!ita«e of parents who rightly regard 
the age of five or even six as too 
young to semi to school- hence the 
apparently large number of non-at- 
tendants 1'ast year. Then there is no 
account taken of the children taught 
privately, and those in stores and 
other occuptitioas, that may be out of 
school one year and in the next. 
Then there i<, a large per centage of 
regular truants, and that brings us 
down to the point in the item. A 
large number of these youngsters 
cannot be managed by the present 
school system. Some special regula- 
tion should be provided, whereby 
even the police of the city could take 
part in compelling their acceptance 
of discipline if not instruction. This 
is the greatest want of the Depart- 
ment at present, and let our local 
statesmen go to work and devise 
some measure for the immediate es- 
tablishment of a sort of industrial 
branch of the public school system. 
If education is worth the candle, 
every mother's son of the commu- 
nity, white, black or what-not, should 
be'taught a share of the common 
branches. It looks as though the de- 
partment will have considerable work 
immediately ahead.

The failure of the Grand Jury of 
he April term, 1871, o£ the County 
Court to indict Fred. Clarke for the 
nurder of Zolotus Heed was as mys- 
erious as it was startling to the peo- 
le of the county. The evidence 
akc'ii upon the examination before 
,he Police Judge, Jayue, was pub- 
ished at length and the facts of the 
aise were familiar to the reading pub- 
ic; and in the light of that evidence 
low any jury free from outside influ- 
ence could fail to find a true bill of 
indictment against Clarke was a con- 
undrum too difficult for the average 
mind to solve. The subsequent con- 
duct of Judge Dwindle is somewhat 
analogous to the action of the Grand 
Jury. In the case of the jury, there 
was a subtile, unrevealed influence 
which produced an impression favor- 
able to Clarke. There was no rela- 
tive or friend nf Reed to urge the 
claims of Justice. 
On the other 


hand, so potent was the Clarke influ- 
ence that the murderer was not per- 
mitted, even for a moment, to breath 
the unwholesome vapors of a prison 
cell. This same influence was per- 
ceptible in and about the Court, House 
at Sau Leandro when the grand jury 
was in session, and it permeated the 
secret precincts of the fury-room. 
An influence which is able to close 
the mouth of a District Judge for two 
years, in the face of public opinion 
and to the shame and disgrace of law 
and justice, is indeed powerful. How 
much longer must the people wait for 
Dwinelle's decision in the Clark-Reed
